Thank you for your passport request. Your passport application was submitted on February 2, 2018 at the United 
States Post Office in Medford, Oregon. As proof of your identity, the acceptance agent documented your Oregon 
driver’s license issued on April 22, 2015. 

An individual applying for a U.S. passport must establish his or her identity through submission of a previous 
passport, other state, local, or federal government issued photo identification. 

On April 3, 2018, you were requested to provide supplementary identification to establish your identity. The 
evidence received is not sufficient to establish your identity. Therefore, a U.S. passport cannot be issued to you at 
this time, and your application is denied. 

We will consider any evidence you may provide in the future. However, you will need to file a new application, 
submit all evidence and pay the appropriate fees. 

Enclosed are the documents that you submitted with your passport application. Any special return postage fees will 
be returned or refunded only upon written request from the applicant if the service is not provided. By law, the 
passport execution and application fees are non-refundable.
